After Tin From Mother

stars, attempted suicide early today by gulping sleeping pills 


Two detectives who had to kick in the door of her swank mansion 


saved her life. 


The 35-year-old redhead 
gave 


warning of her intent in a hysteri- 
cal calLto her mother, Mrs. Ellen 
Marrener, 65. 


Her mother telephoned police, 


who battered in a pation door and 
found the actress, clad in pajamas 
and a housecoat, sprawled uncon- 
scious on the living room, floor. 
Near her were two empty bottles 
of sleep-inducing medicine. 


Sped To Hospital 


Police Detective G W. Wilker- 


son said she was breathing so hard 
that he and his partner decided 
not to wait for an ambulance. They 
sped in a squad car to Korth Hol- 
lywood Receiving Hospital where 
a doctor pumped out her stomach. 


After a half-hour's emergency 


treatment, the doctor pronounced 
her condition fair and said 
"It's 


just a matter now of sleeping it 
off. It was a close one We acted 
on the premise that it was an 
gverdose of sleeping pills "

Charles B Shuman, president of 
the American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration He spoke at the National 
Cheese Institute 


He said farmers responded to 


low er milk prices by cutting down 
a bit on the number of milk cows 
on farms The number, he said, 
had dropped 300,000 in a year. 


Shuman said milk production in 


March was 2 per cent lower than 
in March, 1954. In the principal 
milk pioducing areas, he added, 
farmers are increasing the ef- 
ficiency of their operations 


"The huge surpluses which faced 


the dairy industry a year ago," 
he said, "have been very substan- 
tially i educed " 


Shuman also said: 
"There is no ceiling on farm 


income provided we succeed m ex- 
panding our markets and continue 
to step up efficiency in production 
and marketing "

WASHINGTON 
UP)—Sec- 


retary of State Dulles said to- 
day "we intend to try to find 
out" whether the Chinese 
Communists are sincere in 
wanting a peaceful Formosa 
settlement or are 
"merely 


playing a propaganda game." 


Dulles told a news conference the 
United States could hold direct 
talks with Communist China as 
Peiping has urged—provided Na- 
tionalist China's interests are not 
directly at stake 


He said such talks might be held 


on a cease-fire though he would 
prefer United Nations sponsorship. 


On the question of a peace set- 


tlement in Europe, Dulles took the 
same line as with respect to the 
Far l!•as^ 


The United States also intends 


to find out "whether the Soviet 
"Union is sincere" in its proposals 
for concluding an Austrian treaty, 
ho said. 


"Of Decishe Importance" 


A statement wi.th which the sec- 


retary opened his first news con- 
ference in two weeks declared that 
developments at the recent Asian- 
African conference at Bandung, 
and Russia's declared interest in 
winding up the Austrian contro- 
versy, may be "of decisive impor- 
tance" for world peace.

W« have reports that the clover 


leaf weevil is already doing dam- 
age in legume fields. Where present 
the leaves of the clover and alfal- 
fa plants will be found with smooth 
edged notches eaten out of their 
sides or occasionally the whole leaf 
is eaten off. 


Small, green, fat bodied, legless 


larvae will be found during the 
daytime hidden away around th= 
base of the plants. Their bodies 
are nearly always curved so that 
the heac'i and tail nearly touch. 
There is a pale yellowish-white 
stripe, edged with red, down the 
center of the back. The full grown 
larvae are approximately Vz inch 
in length. 


In wet springs they usually con- 


tact a fungus disease which will 
control them to a large extent. 
When they get this they are found 
on the leaves more in the day- 
time and their color is much 
lighter. Do not treat unless it is 
evident plant growth is being re- 
tarded because of insect feeding. 
Control with 0.3 pound of the 


gamma isomer of BHC or IVs 
pounds of lincane or toxaphene per 
acre. 


Do not harvest for hay or pas- 


ture for 3 weeks after using BHC 
or lindane or for 6 weeks after us- 
ing toxaphene.* * * 


We have also had a report of 


cutworms in a legume fields. To 
control these use 2 pounds of toxa- 
phene or V, pound of dieldrin. Do 
not harvest after dieldrin for 30 
days. 


Where clover leaf weevil and cut- 


worms are in the same field use 
3 pounds of toxaphene. 
* * * 


The spittlebug has become a 


real threat to hay production in 
this area. The eggs are now 
hatching into tiny yellow to coral- 
colored insects. By careful exam- 
ination they can be found in a 
tiny moss of froth about the sUe 
of a pinhead in the crown or in 
a folded leaf of an alfalfa or 
clover plant. 
The time to spray these insect; 


is when they are tiny. When they 
get so noticeable that you~can see 
large mosses of froth by casual 
observation it is getting too late 
to spray. By spraying early they 
are easier* to kill, less material is 
needed and the residual problem 
will not delay harvesting for hay 
and pasture. 


In looking for spittlebugs examine 


50 to 100 stems scattered through 
out the field. Look closely in leaf 
sheaths, 
folded 
leaves, 
plan 


crowns, and on the stems. Trea 
only fields in which the population 
averages at least one nymph per 
stem. Use BHC, toxaphene or 
melhoxychlor. If there is less than 
one spittlebug per stem, treatmen 
will not be profitable unless clover 
leaf weevils are a problem also. 


For more information about spit

Treat Cattle for 
Worms Before 
Pasturing Season 


URBANA—Best time to treat 
•our cattle for worms is before 
they go on pasture. 


Dr. N. D. Levine of the college 


rf veterinary medicine at the Uni- 
ersity of Illinois says that worms 


m cattle are more important than 
s commonly supposed. They often 
cause cattle- to be unthrifty, ane- 
mic and poor producers. 


Calves between four and eight 


months of age are most seriously 
affected. Wormy calves are un- 
hrifty, stunted, and anemic, they 
frequently 
have diarrhea, and 


their hair coat is rough. 


If your cattle or-calves have any 


of these symptoms, it's wise to 
have a veterinarian, check their 
droppings for worm eggs. 


Treat wormy cattle with pheno- 


ihiazine, Dr. Levine suggests. 
Treatment will prevent a serious 
infestation in adult cattle- and will 
help to prevent the worms from 
spreading to young calves. 


Spring 
Are Not Ready 
For Pasture Yet 


URBANA— Pasture !• an excel- 


lent feed for cattle of all ages. But 
very young calves cannot eat 
enough of it to meet their require- 
ments for rapid growth. 


Yearling heifers can make sat- 


isfactory growth on good pasture 
and will need little or no supple- 
mentary feed except access to salt 
and minerals. But heifers under a 
year of age will need some grain, 
and very young calves will need 
extra roughage. 


J. D. Burke, extension dairy 


specialist at the University of Illi- 
nois College of Agriculture, says 
it generally is best to keep calves 
born after January 1 in the barn 
on a full feed of good-quality hay 
and 4 to 8 pounds of grain. 


You can let the calves run on 


pasture near the barn, Burke says. 
But they should be free to return 
to the barn during the hot part of 
the day when flies are bothering 
them. You can shift heifers to 
pasture gradually after they are 
six months old. 


Heifers of all ages need free 


access to salt, a mineral mixture 
and plenty of water and shade. 
Short or scant pastures will re- 
quire supplementary feeding of 
roughage and grain. 


You must keep your heifers 


growing at a normal rate if they 
are to reach full size fry the time 
they are two-year-olds. Too often 
farmers tend to overlook this 
point during the pasture season, 
the specialist says. 


For normal growth, Holstein 


heifers must make an average 
daily gain of 1.5 pounds, Brown 
Swiss 1.4, Ayrshires 1.3, Guern- 
seys 1.25, and Jerseys 1.1.

Last year 2,465,000 hogs were 


slaughtered at Chicago, 2,305,000 at 
the combined St. Louis, East St. 
Louis plants, and 2,153,000 at St. 
Paul and 1,808,800 at Omaha. 


But, Chicago slipped to third in 


the number of hogs received for 
sale from farmers last year. These 
'igures, which do not include direct 
shipments on contract to packers, 
show St. Paul first with 2,399,727, 
St. Louis markets 2,208,200 and 
Chicago 2,107,282. But Chicago's 
actual hog purchases were still 
comfortably tops at 2,978,817.

Cloyer leaf weevil: Population! 


in southern and south-central Illi- 
nois are decreasing, and forage 
crops are overcoming the early 
feeding damage. In north-central 
and northern Illinois, populations 
are high in occasional fields. Where 
necessary, treat with 0.3 pound of 
gamma isomer of BHC or lindane 
or 134 pounds of toxaphene per 
acre, but do not treat unless it is 
evident that plant growth is being 
retarded because of insect feed- 
ing. This may be happening In thin 
stands. In general the warm weath- 
er of this past week has been help- 
ful in controlling this pest. 


Cutworms: Occasionally a field 


may have enough cutworms and 


clover leaf weevil combined to 
cause some damage. If you need to' 
apply an insecticide, use toxa- 
phene. 


SpitUebug;: The eggs which over- 


wintered have begun to hatch. Ex- 
amine 90 to 100 stems scattered 
throughout the field. Look closely 
in leaf sheaths, folded leaves, plant 
crowns, and on the stems, as these 
insects are still small. Treat only 
fields in which the population aver- 
ages at least one nymph per stem. 
Use BHC, toxaphene or methoxy- 
chlor. If there is less than one 
spittlebug per stem, treatment will 
not be profitable unless clover leaf 
weevils are a problem also. 


The area most likely to require 


treatment for spittlebugs lies north 
of Highway 8 from Hoopeston to 
Blomington and east of a line from 
Bloomington to Freeport.

Sweet clover weevil: These pesU 


are abundant in old' stands of 
sweet clover, where they'are eat- 
ing moor-shaped areas in leaf 
margins. Check fields of spring 
seedlings each week. If 50 per cent 
of the foliage has been destroyed 
by weevil, apply 1.5 pounds of DDT 
per acre immediately unless the 
grain crop has already headed. 


Beneficial Insects: Lady beetle 


population in forage crop fields are 
very high compared with previous 
years. These insects are beneficial 
because they prey upon insect- 
pests. Therefore, do not treat with 
insecticides unless 
clover leaf 


weevil and splittlebug populations 
absolutely require it.

Freedom in Indochina 


For many weeks Formosa has been snatching headlines 


in America. But it could be that the cause of freedom is in 
more acute difficulty in Indochina. 
At the Geneva conferemce in 1954, France and the West 


agreed to a division of the Indochinese province of Viet Nam, 
by which the Communist Vietminh gained the rich, populous 
northern sector of that land. 
Realists recognized then that the remaining free portion 


centered on southern Saigon, would have great trouble fight 
ing off the furtherjsncroachments of communism. Weakness 
was the evident keynote. 
Events have borne out the realists' fears. No Vietmmh 


armies fed by Chinese supplies have crossed the truce border. 
But civil war is on, and if it goes much farther the Indochi- 
nese Communists will clearly be the beneficiaries.

The new Vietnamese premier, Ngo Dinh Diem, has been 


^violently challenged by the leaders of three religious sects 
supported by private armies. The streets of Saigon are alive 
with gunfire. 


Gen. J. Lawton Collins, America's special ambassador 


to Viet Nam, has been in Washington conferring with Presi- 
dent Eisenhower on this rising crisis. 


The French are hoping that when he returns to Saigon 


he will urge the premier to quit in favor of another v.-ho 
might somehow gain the support of the sect leaders. They 
say Diem never has been popular. 
But the premier insists he has the power to crush the 


private sect armies and unify backing for his regime. Up 
to now the French have restrained him, with the advice and 
consent of General Collins.* 


Decision is demanded by the tumbling nature of events. 


If Diem is retained but kept under military wraps, civil 
strife may reduce his government to a shadow. With a Viet 
Nam election scheduled for 1956 under the Geneva truce 
terms, such a condition surely would go far toward destroy- 
ing all hope of blocking a Communist victory. The odds are 
tough enough at best. 


Apparently the -United States is at the point where it 


must decide- whether to let Diem use force against the sect 
armies, or try to push him out as the French wish. 


This is no place for a policy of drift'and let drift. For, 


as we have seen too many- times around the world, such a 
policy aids only the Communist enemy, and we ought long 
since to have done with that.

realm of experience of most Amer- 
icans, but it is a heart-rending truth 
to Mrs. Maria Borawska and her 
daughter, Christine, who have es- 
caped imprisonment In Asia, and 
ar* safely and happily living in 
LaSalle, 111. 


Mrs. Borawska is a niece of Mrs. 


Stella Hoff, 720 Jefferson Ave., and 
also of Mrs. Hoff's sister, Mrs. Ig- 
natz Grygiel, a native of Poland, 
who lives at 98 Ashland Ave. 


Mrs. Borawska and Christine ar- 


rived in LaSalle after 15 years of 
existence in concentration camps, 
refugee camps, "controlled free- 
dom," 
and of being taken from 


place to place as displaced persons. 


Their husband and father was 


seized by the Russian army in 
1939, and after an escape and a 
time in hiding, was recaptured. 
He now is presumed dead, not hav- 
ing been heard from since. 


Mrs. Borawska and her daughter 


were taken from their home in 
Lwow, Poland, in 1940, and sent 
to Siberia, where they spent three 
years. At that time, Christine was 
an infant. Later, during a time of 
confusion, she was separated from 
her mother, but later they were 
happily reunited. 


Having escaped the Iron Curtain, 


they were sent to India, Iran and 
Rhodesia, Africa, and after a per- 
iod of asylum in Australia, they 
were able to find passage to Amer- 
ica. This was done through the 
agency of a cousin, Miss Adeline 
Zmudka, LaSalle, who also brought 
her uncle, Stanley Zmudka, to this 
country five years ago. 


The Borawskas are most grate- 


ful to America, both for the help 
they have received from this coun- 
try, and for its way of life.

WASHINGTON (*)—Despite Pres- 


:dent Eisenhower's plea to Con- 
gress not to tamper with his for- 
eign 
trade 
program—it tarely 


squeaked through the House un- 
touched—it's in trouble in the Sen- 
ate. 


That program, which Eisenhower 


calls a cornerstone in dealing with 
friendly countries, is running into 
what "OPA encountered, during 
and after the war, while it was still 
controlling prices. Businessmen 
paraded before congressional com- 
mittees to say what they thought 
of continuing OPA another year. 


Xecessary . . . Bat 


One after another tneir story 


went like this: "1 think OPA is 
necessary and should be contin- 
ued. But in my special case there 
ought to be an exception . . ." 


Eisenhower has asked Congress 


to continue the reciprocal trade 
program, already in existence 20 
years, another three years, Its pur- 
pose is to increase world trade and 
prosperity here and among na- 
tions t r a d i n g with the United 
States. 


Briefly, it works like this: It 


lets the President lower tariffs on 
foreign goods imported here pro- 
vided those same exporting coun- 
tries agree to lower their tariffs 
on American goods sent to them. 


This means some American in- 


dustries would have to compete at 
home with foreign-made goods. 
Various groups who might be af- 
fected have fought against tariff 
cuts 
on imported, 
competitive 


products. 


No later than Monday Eisen- 


hower said that to weaken the 
"administration proposals by crip- 
pling amendments would strike a 
severe blow at the cooperative ef- 
forts of the free nations to build 
up their economic and military de- 
fenses. It could mean a retreat to 
economic nationalism and isola- 
tionism." 


Passes House 


On Fib. 18 the program passed 


the House by a narrow margin 
but unchanged. Then it moved over 
to the Senate, where, before it 
could go up to the floor for a vote, 
the Senate Finance Committee ex- 
amined it. 


Last week Sen. 'George (D-Ga), 


painting a picture of how an eco- 
nomically strong Japan would help 
offset the power of Red China in 
Asia, told the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors here: 


"How can we turn back the clock 


to another day and say that the 
trade and commerce of the world, 
especially the free world, again 
should be circumvented and de- 
partmentalized to the point almost 
of the stagnation of that com- 
nerce? How can we do this and 
•et hope all free nations will be- 
ome 
economically strong and 


irosperous?" 


Also last week George, who has 


been a staunch Eisenhower sup- 
x>rter on foreign policy, sponsored 
n the Finance Committee an 
amendment tacked on to the trade 
jrogram bill. It was sought by the 
American textile industry as pro- 
ection from 
undue' competition 


rom imported Japanese textiles. 
The White House was said by some 
senators to have 
okayed 
that 


amendment. 


May Cut Oil Imports 


Now the committee is trying to 


decide whether to approve another 
amendment to cut down on oil im- 
ports. 


These amendments or changes 


in the President's program are not 
final unless the full Senate later 
approves them. It may not. But 
any changes are encouragement to 
all senators to fight for more 
amendments to help their own 
state interests.

Line Is Drawn 


A military "no tresspassing"

These tactics bear germs 
of further decay for the Red par- 
ties of the" West. 


This Is a synthesis of the feest 


opinion to be found. in Europe at 
the moment: The West is winning 
battles. It can still lose the cold 
war. 


On« cannot escape the relatively 


recent upsurges of public 
confi- 


dence and optimism in western 
Europe. For eight years, under 
the Marshall plan, 
the. Truman 


doctrine and other names, the 
United States has been pumping 
new economic life and military 
stamina into western Europe. Cur- 
rencies have hardened. Standards 
of living have been rising. 


Can Bring Decay 


If these trends continue, and if 


the'" Soviet" Union is kept indefi- 
nitely from moving outside the 
Iron Curtain, then, in the opinion 
of many a Western observer, the 
beginning of decay will set In for 
the Communist movement in Eu- 
rope as sponsored and directed by 
Moscow. But these successes, at 
the same time, have generated new 
factors. The new confidence and 


optimism bring an urge for re- 
laxation. 


"For the first time in the cold 


war," a highly placed 
Western 


spokemans told me, "time is on 
our side. In the next few years, 
our position with regard to the 
Soviet Union, politically, economi- 
cally and militarily, 
should 
get 


better and better — provided we 
don't relax. We can't afford to 
relax now." 


How can the cold war be .-lost? 


Competent observers throughout 
Europe say the West will retain 
its advantage only in relation, 
first, to a continuing improve- 
ment of economic conditions and 
a steady rise in standards of liv- 
ing. But along with this, they say, 
there must be a public willingness 
to bear the cost of maintaining a 
constant alert. If Western unity 
should fall apart, Soviet commu- 
nism once again could be on the 
move.

How can the cold war be won?

The event was the hanging on 
pril 2«, 1861, of one of the first 
romen ever to b« executed under 
he laws of the United States, and 
ossibly the first woman ever «xe- 
uied west of the Mississippi. 
The country was wracked by the 
pening struggles of the Civil War 
vhen Paula Angel was dragged to 
the gallows to die for stabbing her 
over Miguel Martin to death. New 
VIexico was an isolated territory on 
the Western frontier. No newspa- 
per carried the story of her trial 
and death, historians say. 


Another In IMS 


A few years later, in 1865, the 


world was horrified at the widely 
publicized h a n g i n g of another 
woman: Mary Surratt, one of the 
ive persons condemned for con- 
spiring the assassination of Presi- 
dent Abraham Lincoln. 


Not much is known about Paula. 


Shexwas young, but her age and 
appearance 'are lost. What is 
known was pieced together by his- 
torian Will Keleher and published 
in his book "Turmfoil in New 
Mexico." 


On the bench for the trial was 


Judge Kirby Benedict, an outstand- 


figure In New Mexico's hectic' 


Civil War and Reconstruction days, 
and later chief justice of the State 
Supreme Court. Benedict sentenced 
Paula to die. 


A Reminder 


"Each morning," Keleher says, 


"Sheriff 
Aritonio Abad Herrera 


passed by her cell and spoke to 
her, always using the same words: 
"Paula I The judge sentenced you 
to be hanged, and I'm going to 
hang you until you are dead, dead, 
dead!". He reminded her each day 
of the number left her.

PARIS 
(#> — Communism in 


Western Europe ts in a trap of 
Soviet design. 


The Red dilemma was expressed 


recently by Maurice Thorez, boss 
of the bellwether French Commu- 
nist party, in an order which went 
like this: 


Communists must not divorce 


economic questions from broad 
political questions. Thus, cam- 
paigns for higher wages, for ex- 
ample, must be linked with over- 
all Soviet political goals. 


In that statement, a free trans- 


lation from Red doubletalk, lies 
one of a number of reasons why 
Communist parties in Europe are 
on the downgrade. 


Communist leadership is harried 


and embarrassed by the dilemma 
of having to toe a Soviet line which 
hurts at the source of the Reds' 
chief support, the working classes. 
Experience has taught that the 
political line is not popular with 
the workers, particularly in France 
and Italy. 


But in the interests of long-range 


Soviet objectives, the Communists 
must follow a soft line, woo their 
enemies the Socialists, woo the 
middle classes and even employ- 
ers. They must avoid the appear- 
ance of revolutionary methods. 
They must even sacrifice in the 
interests of trade unions they con- 
trol if that should be necessary to 
gain support for Moscow's goals 


Here are some of the results: 
In Italy: Communists were rout- 


ed in shop elections of the Fiat 
works in Turin, the country's "lit- 
tle Detroit." The Reds lost heavily 
In other industrial elections, 
eluding Milan and other areas of 
the "Red North." Among the farm- 
ers, 
the 
Christian 
Democratic 


party 
has 
been showing 


strength. Throughout the country 
the CISL (Christian Democratic 
Labor Federation) has undertaken 
a vigorous anti-Communist offen 
•ive. It capitalizes on the paralysis 
of action that the leadership o: 
the CGIL (Communist-dominated 
labor federation) inherits from th 
need to toe the line. 


Membership Drops 


Once the CGIL, claimed 5 million 


members. Its membership today is 
about 3 million, of whom at least 30 
per cent pay no dues. The anta 
Communist unions are edging to- 


ward the 2-million 
membership 


mark. 


In France: The*"Coinmunist-run 


General 
Labor 
Confederation 


(CGT) 
claimed 9 million mem- 


bers at its peak in 1346. A year 
later when the anti-Communist 
workers' force was formed, the 
CGT still claimed 4 million. Today 
the estimate of CGT strength has 
dropped to 2^4 million. The French 
Communist p a r t y had 850,000 
members at its peak in 1946. It 
now has about 300,000. The circu- 
lation of L'Humamte, the Com- 
munist morning newspaper, 
has 


dwindled from 600,000 to 125,000. 
The Communist evening paper, Ce 
Soir, once boasting a half million 
circulation, went out of business 
from lack of readers. 


Leader Grumble 


The situation has brought grum- 
'ling among' party leaders The 
Togliatti line," propounded by 
led Boss Palmlro Togliatti in Ita- 
y, made tough militants squirm. 
Such a militant is Pietro Secchia, 
.eputy secretary 
general, 
who 


omposed leaflets for the recent 


party congress. These criticized 
the party leadership as becoming 
"soft and bourgeois." 


Italian anti-Communitsts, quick 


to note the Red embarrassment, 
have plastered the cities with post- 
ers ridiculing their obvious sub 
eervience to -Moscow. One poster 
shows Togliatti in an impas- 
sioned oratorical gesture, with the 
caption: "I always was for Bul- 
ganin." It was a reference to the 
downfall of Georgi Malenkov and 
the appointment of Nikolai Bulgan- 
in as Soviet premier. 


French anti - Communists watch 


with satisfaction a debate raging 
among the Reds as the party pre- 
pares for a June congress of the 
CGT. The debate is over the "pro- 
gram of action." One Red leader 
has been complaining bitterly that 
the prospective program plays into 
the hands of the party's "worst 
enemies." But the dissidents will 
lose. 


, All thli would seem to add up 
o a happy augury for the West. 
But figures do not tell the whole 
story. The hard reality it that the 
Communist parties are not pri- 
marily interested in numbers. The 
fact is that the Communists in 
both Italy and France remain a 
potent and dangerous force, and 
will be so long as they have their 
small, hard cores of disciplined 
militants ready to obey Moscow. 


Achievement of the main Soviet 


goals, neutralism in Europe and 
division of the Western allies, 
needs powerful support. That ac- 
counts for- the strange spectacle 
of the party openly wooing the 
upper middle classes, making per- 
suasive gestures in the direction 
of businessmen, speaking softly of 
the need for unity of all parts of 
the population, frittering away 
communist support among 
the 


working classes. 


At the same tim.e the Commu- 


nists seem visibly concerned at the 
loss of support among the vork- 


rs. One of the agencies most con- 
erned with attempting to stem the 
ide is the World Federation of 
Trade Unions (WFTU). Its lead- 
ersship represents the most impor- 
ant branch of today's many- 
branched 
Communist 
Interna- 


tional,

SAN ANTONIO, Tex. W- GOT. 


William. G. Straiten of Illinois eaid 
today CongresSi must correct what 
h« termed "a Supreme Court er- 
ror" by removing field natural gas 
price* from federal control. 


In MI address prepared for tho 


mid-year meeting of tho Inde- 
pendent Petroleum Assn. of Amer- 
ica. Stratton also renewed his sup- 
port ot efforts to obtain congres- 
sional curbs on foreign oil imports. 


Reports by IPAA's import pol- 


icy and natural gas committees 
also were to be heard by the 700 
independent oil operator* from 
throughout tho country. 


Stratton, chairman of th» Inter- 


state Oil Compact 
Commission, 


•aid the Supreme Court erroneous- 
ly construed the Natural Gas Act 
in holding that the Federal Power 
Commission has authority to reg- 
ulate prices in the field. 


"The result of this decision is 


to fasten on every independent gas 
producer the status of a federal 
public utility," the governor said. 


He said there will be "grotesque 


results" for consumers and pro- 


ducers unless there i» corrective 
legislation. 


"I am with you in this fight 


against a federal price control 
agency in the gas fields of our 
country," he said. "Shall we now, 
in time of peace, establish federal 
price control of this great natural 
resource, never before sought even 
in time of war?" 


Stratton also said there is much 


evidence foreign oil is supplanting 
domestic oil and that "business 
statesmanship" has failed to solve 
the problem. 


Stratton said the problem of chief 


concern today tc public utility gas 
companies and to himself as gover- 
nor of one of the largest gas con- 
suming states is finding of addi- 
tional reserves of gas.

Supreme Court 
Upholds Cop's 
Conviction 


WASHINGTON t»—The Supreme 


Court Monday affirmed, 6-2, a con- 
tempt conviction against Michael 
J. Regan, former New York City 
policeman, who refused to tell' a 
grand jury if he had taken bribes 
from gamblers. 


The city charter provides that 


any employe who refuses to waive 
his immunity against subsequent 
prosecution on any official matter 
about which he is asked to testify 
shall lose his job and his eligibility 
to hold any other city post. 


Almost two years before being 


questioned before the Kings County 
(Brooklyn) grand jury, Regan had 
signed a waiver of immunity 
against prosecution. He resigned 
from the police force 20 days after_ 
signing the waiver on March i^ 
1951. After refusing to respond to 
the grand jury questioning, Regan 
was sentenced to a year in the 
city penitentiary. 


The court refused to act on an 


appeal by John Nicholas Dona- 
ducy, editor and publisher of a 
paper in Erie, Pa., who was con- 
victed of criminal libel. Donaducy 
faces a sentence 'ot three months 
to a year for publishing -in his 
"Town Crier" an article entitled 
"Sleuth f o c u s e s binoculars on 
couple in back seat."
